1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claim could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is a microcatheter having an inner layer comprising a first layer and a 
second layer, the second layer, the second layer gradually tapering to zero at the distal end with 
at least 3-5 cm of the distal end has no second layer, a braided wire layer having multiple pic 
rates, and an outer jacket formed of joined segments, and the catheter having a burst strength 
from 700 to 1000 psi, in combination with the features of the invention substantially as claimed.
